Hight Bakewell residents died in Bakewell Cottage Hospital; 
fifteen in Newholme Hospital whilst nine died in Hospitals outside the 
area. The average age at death of Bakewell townspeople was Males 
71.36 and Females 77.70. 


Both the Birth Rate and Death itate are lower than last year. The 
Cancer Death rate was 2.56 per 1,000 population. 14 deaths were 
attributed to Angina and Coronary disease giving a rate of 3.58 per 
1,000. Both these death rates are higher than last year. 


30 deaths in Newholme Hospital which were not outward transfer- 
able deaths were attributed to this Urban District and made up as 
follows; 16 were former residents of Part III admitted to Hospital 
and died there; the length of stay in hospital being under six months; 
while 14 were hospital patients admitted from outside the district and 
died after a length of stay of over six months.

In spite of conflicting statements which appear from time to time, 
the accumulated weight of evidence stands, i.e. that cigarette smoking 


particularly in excess has a definite relationship to cancer of the lung 
and bronchus. Note 2 cases of this disease died in 1963.

VACCINATION AND IMMUNISATION. 


omallpox =- All infants should be vaccinated during their second 
year unless vaccinated in infancy. It is scientifically unsound to 
wait until cases crop up in this country before taking action. 


Diphtheria, Whooping Cough and Tetanus - All infants should 
be immunised before the age of six months; certainly before they are 
one year old. The Minister has particularly asked that immumisation 
rates as near to 100% should be achieved. 
The number of children immunised against Diphtheria in 1963 : 


(a) Primary Immunisations 40. 


(b) Booster Doses 25 


TYPHOID FEVER. 


Recent epidemics both abroad and at home have focused attention 
on this disease. It is medically unsound to wait until cases occur 
before being inoculated. Late inoculations of contacts may definitely 
obscure the diagnosis if the disease should occur. 


Poliomyelitis - All children should have oral vaccine in infancy 
and again before attending school. Should cases arise locally a booster 
dose is advisable. Advice should be sought from the family doctor, 


Tuberculosis - Children who are negative to the ‘'uberculosis 
Test should have B.C.G. vaccine from the age of 10.

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MEAT INSPECTION AND SLAUGHTERHOUSES. 


It will be seen elsewhere in this Report, the total number of 
animals inspected has been the same as those killed. 


Tuberculosis - was not found in any animal and appears to have been 
eliminated from cattle killed in this area. The Slaughterhouses have 
been improved and brought up to as reasonable a standard as the 
buildings will allow; but, a far higher standard of Slaughterhouse 
hygiene is required. 


FOOD POISONING. 


4 suspected cases were fully investigated. The suspected source 
was Corned Beef, On bacteriological examination however, these cases 
were not confirmed as cases of Food Poisoning. Once again, I wish 
to emphasise that meat twice cooked is liable to be ga source of 
disease. 


Food Premises are periodically inspected, but not so frequently 
as is desirable. Advertisements for a further Public Health Inspector 
have so far proved unavailing. 


MILK. 


Sampling is performed by the Local Health Authority who issue 
licenses, i.e. The Derbyshire County Council.

WATER . 


The North Derbyshire Water Board have now taken over the Council's 
Water Undertaking. The water from the Springs has remained good in 
quality and the quantity adequate. 


Fluoridation of Water - The Council has reiterated their previously 
declared policy of supporting the County Council in advocating the 
fluoridation of public water supply in proportion of one part per 
million gallons. 


Regular bacteriological tests are carried out by the Board. In 
no case has the water been found unfit for human consumption, The water 
is chlorinated. 


SEWERAGE AND SEWAGE DISPOSAL. 


During the year a considerable amount of work was carried out by 
the Council's ovm labour force under the Surveyor in inspecting,and in 
many cases making good,defective joints in the sewera and manholes as 
advised by the Council's Consulting Engineers in a Report dated 28th 
January, 1963. By this means at least 50,000 gallons per day of 
infiltration water has been eliminated thus easing the load on the 
Council!ts Pumvning Station in Haddon Poed.

The Council's Consulting Ingineers have further reported in 


detail on the condition of the existing works and have made recommenda- 
tions which the Council are considering. 


REFUSE DISPOSAL. 


Refuse disposal is by controlled tipping. The question of 
providing an incinerator should be considered, 


PUBLIC HEALTH ACT, 1936 - PUBLIC SWIMMING BATH, 


I regret to report that no real progress has been made during the 
past year. The Council have approached the County Council with a view 
to providing facilities for teaching swimming in the new School to be 
erected in Shutts Lane, so far without success. So many children come 
into Bakewell to School daily from the surrounding districts; and a large 
number of children (and adults) are drowned around our coasts each year 
through being unable to swim that I feel that something further should 
be done. A local petition was received by the Council during the year,

The above accommodation is capable of housing 1693 persons. 
In spite of the good numerical record of Council houses provided by the 
Council as shown by the above figures; there is still a need for more 
houses with two bedrooms for young married couples whose early years of 
married life is marred and frustrated by having to live with parents or 
in rooms or because of the fact that they have no children (and yet 
would like to have them) have to wait longer for a Council house than

those who deliberately start a family with the idea of receiving 
preferential treatment on the housing list. 


COUNTY WELFARU SERVICES. 


The Firs, Bakewell - This home for displaced persons is administered 
by the County Welfare Committee. 


In 1963 there were 62 mothers and 186 children admitted. 
In 1963 there were 68 mothers and 206 children discharged. 


35 of the 62 families were turned out by their friends or 
relations, 9 were legally evicted from Council houses, 2 from premises 
of Nationalised Industries, 1 was evicted from a Service tenancy 8 from 
private tenancies and 5 were admitted directly from hospitals. 


Incontinence Pads = are ow available to patients through the County 
Council Nursing Service or their own Medical Practitioners, but they 
are not restricted to persons who are being attended by the local 
authority Home Nursing Service, see Section 28 of the National Health 
Service Act. 

Chiropody - is not yet available locally through the County Council. 
Meals on Wheels - If a sufficient number of elderly people can be 
classified as "housebound" then this Urban District would be able to 
participate in this service which is organised through the County 
Welfare Committee by the Council and Local Services of the W.V.5S. 


Particulars with regard to the Factory ict, 1961 appear as an 
appendix.

My thanks are due to the Council, their Officers and Staff for 


their continued co-operation in the promotion of the Public health.
